made it over to Mr. Kennedy's congregation,

—A correspondent of the Southera Presby.-
terian writes that the mnew DPresbyterian
Church at Shreveport, La., is nearly com.
pleted —n noble edifice, and will cost not less
than §30,000—perhaps more. They already
report more than one hundred members and
fifteen Sabbath-school scholars. A noble
female school too is inaugurated, already
nuwbering ninety-five pupils, and still in-
creasing, directly under Presbyterian aus-
piﬂ’l‘ ough entirely a private enterprise.

—The Presbytery of New Orleaus reports
20 Sabbath-schools within its bounds, with
380 teachers and 3000 soholars. Average at-
tendance of scholars, 2000. Ten teachers and
b3 scholars have professed faith in Christ,
Contributions for their own muse by thess
schools, #6054; for missionary purposes,
$352. All the pastors preach to the chil-
dren., In the schools the Secriptures and
Shorter Catechism are memorized.

—A Presbyterian church edifice was recently
erected in Muhlenberg county, Ky., by means
of subseriptions which a young lady member
oollected, while riding horseback acroas the
country, Other young ladies pspered the
walls themselves, and the young men of the
congregation lent cheerful hauds for the car-
pentry work and plastering.

—The Baptist Hand-Deolk, of London, re-
ports for the United Kingdom a total of
2004 ministers, 3568 ohurches, 3093 chapels,
and 293,675 members of the denomination,
A loss is shown in the gate membership
of 3760, and a decrease the number of
minlslaras.;f 500, After gcr:nut Britain, Ea-
ropean tists are nume y strongest in
Germany, where they have 72 churches and
13,5609 members, and in Bweden, where there
are 207 churches and 8120 members.
